Ancient Ruins Recall 
Ceylon's Era of Glory 


A 
JUMBLE of scattered rock 
covered with moss is all that 


remains of Anuradhapura, ancient 
capital of Ceylon that was once as 
large as the London of today. 


Ceylon, a British colony known 


for its exports of tea and jewels 
issued the stamp, above, in 1937 
to honor the coronation of King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth. 


Anuradhapura, which flourished 


between 457 B. C. and 1109 A. D. 
was built in an inner and outer 
circle and comprised 256 square 
miles. 
Most of its people were 


Buddhists who spent their timo 
in spiritual contemplation. They 
depended on the people for sup- 
port and, as a consequence, de- 
clined. 


The ruins display a high de- 


gree of craftsmanship and pro- 
vide an insight to the formation 
of the Buddhist religion and cul- 
ture. 


Before the war scaled the in- 


ternational boundaries, travelers 
were able to purchase precious 
and semi-precious gems in the 
country at low prices. 
Those 


stones which could be obtained 
for ?50 in Ceylon brought hun- 
dreds in New York. 


The jewels were cheap because 


they were mined from 
"poor 


man's diggings"—from surface op- 
erations rather than from lode 
formations.
